After a couple of weeks of fine land 
working and seeding weather, rain be¬ 
gan falling on Wednesday morning 
and contiued quite steadily throughout 
the day and until about eleven o’clock 
in the evening, when it turned into a 
wet snow which is still continuing up to 
noon Thursday, with barometric indi¬ 
cations that it will continue. The pre-; 
cipitation seems to be quite local, as 
little rain was had in the foothills to 
the west of High River, where but a 
small fine mist followed by a slight 
fall of snow was had so far. The riv¬ 
er is still low in consequence. To the 
east in the Blackie and Dinton dis¬ 
tricts the conditions are the saifie as 
in High River with continued rain fol¬ 
lowed by light snow. This precipita¬ 
tion, coming at this time, will be very 
beneficial to the crops already in and 
will stimulate a good get-away, but 
will occasion a delay in the further 
operations. -Some newly threshed 
wheat is now being delivered to the 
elevators here which is grading very 
! good notwithstanding the color is off,

ty. The markets are still erratic, fluc¬ 
tuating with ups and downs with no 
seeming indications of steadying. 
They are quoted locally .today as fol¬ 
lows: Wheat $1.38; Oats 38 cents;

FACTORS IN WHEAT DROP 

A complete survey of both the sta- 
tisical and speculative factors in the 
recent drop in wheat prices appears in 
a leading editorial in the New York 
Times as follows: 

“The accepted grain-trade estimates 
of the world’s wheat production (ex¬ 
cluding Russia, for which the figures 
are always untrustworth) were that 
3,503,000,000 bushels had been pro-1 
duced in 1923 and only 3,137,773,000 
in 1924. In Europe alone, where im¬ 
portation of wheat is largest, the de¬ 
crease was 172,280,000 bushels, or 
more than 13 per cent., but in Canada 
and Argentina also, which ordinarily 
provide a great part of Europe’s im¬ 
ports, the decrease wag 261,000,000 
bushels, or fully 35 per cent The Un¬ 
ited States, alone of the exporting 
countries, raised more wheat last year 
than in 1923. All of these estimates 
were public property before the end of 
December. 

“The price of wheat had foreshad¬ 
owed this altered situation, even be¬ 
fore the harvests. From the price of 
$1.06 in April it had risen to $1.43 at 
the end of July and to $1.56 at the end 
of November. That it had not risen 
higher still, on the admitted huge de¬ 
crease in the total world production, 
was readily enough explained last No¬ 
vember by experienced students of the 
grain trade. Although that produc¬ 
tion was 365,000,000 bushels less than 
in 1923, it was only 5,000,000 bushels 
less than in 1922 and actually 31,000,- 
000 more than in 1921. It far exceed¬ 
ed any other world harvest since the 

war. 

“On the face of things, these var¬ 
ious comparisons meant that, in so 
far as the ‘dollar price’ for wheat, last 
spring, was a result of the very great 
increase of world production during 
1923, it was now a thing of the past. 
It also meant that, with the 1924 pro¬ 
duction distributed so unevenly as it 

was, importing countries would have 
to buy most of their wheat in the Un¬ 
ited States. It hardly suggested, how¬ 
ever, such a ‘famine shortage’ in sup¬ 
plies for importing countries as would 
warrant a price more than double that 
of a year ago, unless there had been a 
similar phenomenon after the harvests 
of 1922 and 1921. But the cash price 
of wheat never went above $1.80 while 

_tt>e Wheat crop of Jhose two years was 
being sold. 

“The purely speculative movement 
which put the price above $2 a bushel 
in January was based on complete ig¬ 
noring of these comparisons. No 
doubt i^. was made more easily possi¬ 
ble by the fact that the surplus avail¬ 
able for export at the end of 1924 was 
mostly in the United States, instead 
of being held in three or four compet¬ 
itive produstng^countries. Our own 
farmers, as the statement of farm re- 
erves showed on March 9, had already 
sold a larger percentage of their 
wheat crop than in any season in a 
quarter-century; they were naturally 
not forcing on the market what re¬ 
mained. But a two-dollar price was 
bound to draw it out, and this at the 
very moment when the foreign wheat- 
importer, having already purchased on 
a scale commensurate with his future 
needs, was no longer compelled to buy 
at any price Chicago- might choose to 
ask.’’

“My men” 
said the contractor, “we have this job 
on a cost-plus basis and therefore 
must economize at every turn.” 

THE WHEAT ruuL 

The recent violent fluctuations in 
the price of wheat, we are inclined to 
believe, was not the action of natural 
causes or supply and demand but the 
determined manipulations of the in¬ 
terests, both real and speculative, in 
the apparent attempt to break the 
price, demoralize the markets and dis¬ 
credit the operations and existence of 
the wheat pools in the eyes and minds 
of the farmers who are stockholders 
therein. The actions of these high¬ 
binders have been 30 distinct and ap¬ 
parently successful that the effects of 
their campaign may have some ad¬ 
verse influence on some of the mem¬ 
bers of the pools as to the possibilities 
of their permanent and continued suc¬ 
cess. Should such be the result, in any 
substanial degree, the opposition 
would conclude that their conquest of 
this year had been won and that a fair 
advance towards resumption of the 
old and more lucrative personal man¬ 
ipulations of grain marketing by them 
would in time be restored. To destroy 
the confidence of the members of the 
pools is their designs, and thus they 
hope to destroy the pools themselves. 
The game is not hard to vision. Its a 
personal one with the independent 
grain men and on the result is deter¬ 
mined their future existence. That 
the old methods were profitable to 
them, at the expense of the producers, 
can be deduced from their intense ef¬ 
forts in the manipulations of the mar¬ 
kets the past season, and that such 
methods were unjustified and unwar¬ 
ranted is determined by the investiga¬ 
tions of their proceedures which are 
now being carried on. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the severe attacks, the pools are 
functioning and are today in a posi¬ 
tion practically independent, firmly 
established and able to carry on with 
renewed vigor, the principles for 
which they were organized. It is well 
therefore for the members of the pool 
to appreciate the conditions confront¬ 
ing them and take a determined stand 
for the support of their organization 
and for each to make it a personal 
duty to increase its membership for 
the future security and assured suc¬ 
cess of their chosen occupation. It is 
thus that your future independence is 
determined. 

SOCIAL OSTRACISM 

The present may be truly called the 
age of experimentation. Every year 
brings' an abundant crop of novel 
plans and schemes that are guaran¬ 
teed to.cure all the “thousand name¬ 
less ills that flesh is heir to.” Their 
principal attraction in almost every 
case is that they were never tried be¬ 
fore. The new plan must be wonder¬ 
ful since it took six thousand years to 
discover it. Meanwhile the lessons of 
experience are disregarded; the reme¬ 
dies approved by time are cast aside. 
This is particularly true in regard to 
the question of social reform. Just 
take one example. Social ostracism 
was at one time, and should be at all 
times, a most efficacious agency for 
good. But to a great extent this sal¬ 
utary custom is now "honored more 
in the breach than in the observance.” 
Ostracism consists in barring from 
friendly intercourse those who have 
proved themselves unworthy of such 
favor. In the entire range of social 
sanctions there is noth mg’"else to equal 
its blasting and withering effects. No¬ 
body is able to withstand its blighting 
action. Its influence is so powerful on 
account of the social natuVe of. man 
that makes him desire social inter¬ 
course and seek the friendship of his 
fellow-men. As a means of ensuring 
socially approved conduct and of pun¬ 
ishing socially reprehensible behavior 
the plan of ostracising offenders is 
sanctioned by experience and approv¬ 
ed by common sense. It can be exten¬ 
ded to offences that cannot be reached 
by law, and would otherwise go un¬ 
punished. If it were consistently and 
intelligently used it would soon clear 
society of all scandals and make vice 
ashamed of itself. If divorced persons 
were ostracised, there would be very 
few divorces; if drunkards were ostra¬ 
cized, the drink question would be set¬ 
tled; if the silly girls who try to make 
themselves sillier by smoking cigaret¬ 
tes were ostracized, there would not be 
so many silly girls; if jazz were ostra¬ 
cized we would soon be rid of rotten I 
music and Immoral dances; if semi* 1 
nakedness were octracized the under¬ 
world queens ^ould no longer regulate 
the fashions in dreas as they undoubt¬ 
edly do today.—Northwest Review. 


SCHOOL FAIR 

Home, School and Community Inter¬ 
ests May be Promoted Through the 
Agency of the School Fair 

The School Fair is becoming recog¬ 
nized as a successful method of educa¬ 
ting the young in agriculture, com¬ 
munity, interests and home-making. It 
influences on home and the commun¬ 
ity, for when the children are interest¬ 
ed the attention of the parents is 
gained and a healthy constructive co¬ 
operation is built up in the communi¬ 
ty. - 

The object of school fairs may be 
summarized as follows; To stimulate 
in children an interest in the activities 
of the farm home; to increase their 
knowledge of the principles find prac¬ 
tice of farming and home-making, to 
encourage the teaching of agriculture 
and home economics in the rural 
schools; to increase the interest of the 
parent in the work of the school, and 
to raise the standard of work done by 
the pupils in all departments of the 
school. . 

School fairs are conducted as co¬ 
operative enterprises between Govern¬ 
ment agencies and local committees. 
The Government agencies concerned 
with the fairs are the provincial 
schools of agriculture, the agricultur¬ 
al representatives, the school inspec¬ 
tors, and the Department of Educa¬ 
tion. The local committees vary in 
composition; usually every school par¬ 
ticipating in the fair is represented. 
Seeds are distributed to the children 
or a selected group of schools. The 
children plant these seeds at home, 
care for their garden during the sum¬ 
mer, and in the autumn exhibit the 
products at a fair - held at central 
points. In addition to those for gar¬ 
den products, oooking, sewing and 
school work. 

The school fair functions in many 
ways for the betterment of agriculture 
and the community. It introduces the 
best varities of vegetables, flowers, 
grains, incites a co-operative spirit be¬ 
tween the teachers, parents, children, 
different schools in the community, 
brings the business men and farmers 
together in committee work and above 
all the school fair is the most potent 
agency in agricultural education in 
that it is creating an interest in agri¬ 
culture to the minds of our youth and 
so is doing much to solve one of our 
great problems, i.e., to keep the boys 
and girls on the farms and prevent 
this cityward movement which is no 
longer a menace but a real danger to 
our young nation. 

The school fair tends to break down 
one of the greatest hindrances to edu-' 
cational advancement,—public inter-' 
ference. It has undergone a severe 
testing and has proven to be a most 
potent factor in bringing the school 
and home in closer relationship and 
more sympathetic co-operation. The 
co-operation of the whole community 
is necessary to a combined success in 
school fair work, but the active inter¬ 
est and sympathectic attention of the 
teachers are absolutely essential if the 
true educational value of the work is 
to be conserved. 

■ What does the senool fair mean to 
the children? Without doubt it is the 
best day in the year. It is their day; 
for weeks and months they have been 
preparing their exhibits from gardens 
and the great outdoors. They have 
been practicing spelling, reading, sing¬ 
ing, and at last everything is ready 
for the fair. With happy faces, shin¬ 
ing eyes and busy tongues, they are 
driven in decorated wagons, buggies, 
democrats and autos to the chosen 
centre. While the judging of exhibits 
is in progress the athletic contests are 
the centre of attraction, and serve to 
introduce the pupils from one school 
to those from another, and for the 
rest of the day there are no strangers. 

What a scene! One little fellow dis¬ 
covers he has a prize for his collection 
of weeds. His eyes sparkle with ex¬ 
citement and he exclaims, “Oh look! 
where is mother.” He must show mo¬ 
ther, and then with justifiable pride, 
mother's eyes brighten too, and to¬ 
gether ^they search for more delight¬ 
ful surprises. 1 

The foreign problem, too, is met 
successfully. One settler wlio came to 
Canada years ago from Austria and 
who now possesses a good Canadian 
home and prosperous farm, though nis 
knowledge of English is still limited,

The school Fair brings to the for- 
iegn children an opportunity which is 
almost unique' of acquiring a know¬ 
ledge and uderstanding of our races 
than ther own. This cannot fail to 
have an influence on the parents and 
must contribute much to the Canadian 
nation of the future. 

Another splendid feature of the 
school* fair movement is that it is 
! chiefly dependent for its success and 
* support upon local enthusiasm and in- 
I iative. Business men and public spir¬ 
ited citizens are beginning to recog¬ 
nize in the movement a promising idea 
and are working together forrits pro¬ 
motion. Thus we find bankers willing 
to finance the live stock end of the 
fair, accepting a promise to pay on 
the part of the boy making the loan 
as the sole security. The business 
training and the oontact with business 
men brought about in this way cannot 
fail to lead to a fuller comprehension 
of business on the part of the young 
people entering in these activities. 

He or she cannot plough and pre¬ 
pare the soil, or make garments, hake 
a loaf of bread, go through the pro¬ 
cess of canning fruit, vegetables; or 
select seeds and fertilizers, combat in¬ 
sects and disease, or clean up the back 
yard prior to gardening operations 
without learning to take bravely dis- 
oouargements due to climatic and oth¬ 
er causes; without recognizing the 
need of co-operative relationship, 
without learning to respect the rights 
of others, and without learning les¬ 
sons in community work. They will 
1 be spurred on by the competitive spirit 
I and will he more keen and observant.

When it comes to values there is 
nothing that puts a premium on a 
prairie farm like trees.

Issued by the Director of Publicity, Vulcan Oil Co. Closes Deal for Drilling 
Dominion Department of Agricul- Outfit. Standard Rig to be Shipped 
ture, Ottawa. at 0nce fr0m Winnipeg. 


The value of egg grading will not 
have reached the limit of its possibil¬ 
ities until the buyers for the family 
table have learned to distinguished be¬ 
tween the different grades, which are 
“Specials”, “Extras”, “Firsts’’, and 
I “Seconds”. Until one has learned to 
j ask for “Specials” when the finest 
| quality of new laid eggs is desired he 
I will have no assurance of getting that 
| quality of freshness and delicacy of 
I flavour so desirable in a boiling egg. 

| This, which is the highest of the stan- 
; dard 'grades, is a product largely of 
I the specialist poultryman * who ob- 
I serves every condition for producing 
the highest type of egg and of getting 
it to market at once. Eggs of this 
grade are also the largest requiring to 
t bq 25 ounces to the dozen and of uni¬ 
form size. Eggs of the “Specials” 
grade are not on the market at all 
seasons of the year. The next grade, 
"Extras,’’ to all but the most exact¬ 
ing, is a first class boiling egg, lack¬ 
ing only that delicacy of flavour that 
goes with extreme freshness. This is 
a popular egg for the breakfast table 
and is obtainable at practically all sea¬ 
sons of the year. It might weight a 
little less than the "Special,” the stan¬ 
dard being 24 ounces to the dozen. 
“Firsts’’ come into the class of smal¬ 
ler eggs being 2214 ounces to the doz¬ 
en, and while still good, they lack that 
flavour and texture of thh higher 
grades. “Seconds” come within the 
culinary class, still sound in quality 
but not- so fresh as firsts. During a 
discussion of these grades at a session 
of the Agricultural Committee of the 
House of Commons, it was 
brought out by an officer of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, that the gro¬ 
cers who are wideawake to the advan¬ 
tages of advertising their best grades 
of eggs are rapidly developing their 
trade in this commodity. 

Over 6000 acres have been contract¬ 
ed for the Raymond Sugar Factory’s 
•first' operations. , 


A. G. Spooner, of Vulcan, of the re¬ 
cently organized Vulcan’ Oil Company, 
which is preparing to drill on a loca¬ 
tion about a mile northwest of Royal- 
ite No. 4, closed a deal Saturday last 
with the Northwestern Engineering 
Supply Company for a standard rig 
and complete drilling outfit. The deal 
was closed with G. B. Griffiths, man¬ 
ager of the supply company, and the 
rig will be shipped this week from 
Winnipeg. The location will be on the 
south 40 acres of legal subdivisions 11 
and in the northwest quarter of sec¬ 
tion 13, township 20, range 3, west of 
the 5th meridian. Mr. Spooner and 
his brother were the original owners 
of all of this west half section 24, 
township 20, range 3, west of the 5th, 
as well ‘as the northwest ^quarter of 
section 13 in the same township It is 
reported that the Royalite interests 
made an offer of $25Q,000 for these 
holdings, but the offer was rejected. 
Forty acres were turned over to the 
Vulcan company and 60 acres sold to 
another syndidicate while Mr. Spooner 
and his brother still hold the remain¬ 
ing 380 acres. No time will be lost in 
getting, the drilling outfit on the site as 
soon as it arrives from Winnipeg and 
a strong drive will be made to put the 
hole down to the oil sands during the 
present summer. 

The Advance Oil Company, which 
is making ready to drill its No. 2 well 
on the north half of legal subdivision 
14, section 20, township 19, range 3, 
west of the 5th, received word on Sat¬ 
urday morning that another car load 
of drilling machinery had been cleared 
through the customs at Lethbridge and 
was en route to Calgary. The first 
carload of machinery is now being 
transported from Okotoks to the cite. 

Plans are under way, not yet devel¬ 
oped for publication, for the drilling 
of two more wells in the west half of 
section 5, township 20, range 2, west 
of the 5th meridian, about a mile and 
a half to the southeast of Royalite No. 
4, announcement of which is expected 
to be made shortly.

Lethbridge Member. Formulates 
Whole Brodest of Question. 

“We have only started this fight. A 
great moral principle is involved—the 
sancity, the responsibility of contracts 
—and we will carry on knowing that 
the rights of the people have been vio¬ 
lated and that the people will rise up j 
and demand justice at the hands of the j 
government,” said Dr. J. S.\Stewart, 
M.L.A. for the city of Lethbridge, in j 
an address on the gas question before 
the board of trade at a luncheon re¬ 
cently. He suggested that a petition 
of the citizens of Lethbridge and the 
towns affected by the 50 per cent gas 
rate increase be circulated calling up¬ 
on the provincial government to act 
in the interests of the people of the 
south to the end that the 35 cent rate 
carried in the contract solemnly enter¬ 
ed into by the municipalities and the 
gas company be reinstated. In the 
oourse of a short but forceful and en¬ 
lightening address, General Stewart 
asked the following questions: 

(1) How many men, I include our 
farmers and stockmen citizens of Al¬ 
berta, for 20 years or more, the best 
part of their lives, have been force4 
to the wall the last few years Why 
allow these men to suffer and protect 
and make certain the life of a great 
corporation ? 

(2) How many men here would be 
satisfied with 6 per cent or even less of 
their investments? Why is this cor¬ 
poration made sure of 814 per cent? * ■ 

(3) Why has a widow to assist in . 
paying 814 per cent to a corporation 
of stock the half of which is watered ? 

(4) How many citizens of Leth¬ 
bridge voted on the gas bylaws of 1910 
and 1912? How many of them voted 
on the agreement for 35 cents gas? 

(5) Why should two men be grant¬ 
ed greater powers than the highest 
court in Canada, or in the British em¬ 
pire? 

(6) Why is the price of gas not re¬ 
duced when there is more gas being 
burned in the air each day than is used 
daily by gas consumers? 

(7) How much did Sifton, Costc, et 
al, benefit by the decision of the utili¬ 
ties board Why were they not satis¬ 
fied with the decision of the courts ? 

(9) Why did the board place a pro¬ 
viso in their judgment of December 
1924, that rates would be revised if it 
were found that the board could break 
the contract-? 

M0NEYT0 BURN 

Every year Canadians set fire to 
$15,000,000, represented in the smoke I 
from burning over the entire Domin¬ 
ion. Canadian Forests and yet—set 
ruthlessly ablaze by Canadian hands. 

A startling statement surely, but still, 
we are only awakening by slow stages 
to consciousness of this enormous loss. 
Forest organizations .have been at 
work fighting this menace for years, . 
with ever growing sympathy and as- . 
sistance from many quarters. As yet 
however, the vast bulk of our people 
are unaware of the need. Against this 
apathy we may set the belief of every 
known Conversationist that public 
sympathy and the co-operation of all 
thinking -Canadians are necessary be¬ 
fore we can stamp out the fire menace 
and curb the appalling timber losses 
which amount up against us year by 
year. Regarding our local conditions 
we have in southern Alberta heavily 
timbered areas extending from the U. 

S. boundary beyond the Crow’s' Nest 
Pass and Livingston^ valleys to the 
north for hundreds of miles. Wide 
green valleys of Engelmann, Spruce 
and Jack (Lodgepule) Pine stretch 
from the B. C. boundary eastward 
twenty-five and thirty miles, covering 
an area of over 1300 square miles in 
the Crow’s Nest forest alone, and to¬ 
talling 100’s of millions of feet of tim¬ 
ber. The Porcupine Hills are an out¬ 
lying range covered with Douglas fir 
and spruce stands, adjacent to the 
Calgary-Macleod branch of the C.P.R. 
and the farming lands of that region. 
These timbered areas, lying; between 
Waterton Lakes Park and the High- 
wood-Livingstone divide, arc afforded 
protection by the Ranger staff and 
fire-fighting forces of the Crow’s Nest 
National Forest, with headquarters at 
Pincher Creek. Aeroplane Patrol 
daily, during dry seasons, is carried 
out by pilots of the Canadian Air 
Force Station at High River. These 
fibers, high above the timber slopes 
and valleys, keep in touch with the 
ground fire-fighting organization of 
the Forestry Branch by means of rad¬ 
io telephone, notifying them at once 
of any fires “spotted’’ and permitting 
of very rapid arrival at the point of 
danger. These and other means serve 
to keep'down Forest Fires to a re¬ 
markable degree, but again it must be 
urged that the only thorough safe¬ 
guard is 100% care with fire in the 
woods." Hunters, fishermen, campers, 
lumbermen, or picnic parties, put out 
every match or cigarette butt before 
it is thrown away, build small safe 
camp fires and drown them out before 
you leave or break camp. These rules 
observed whole-heartedly by the camp¬ 
ing public will achieve results in Pre¬ 
vention that j^o amount of fire-fight¬ 
ing care can equal.

Excellent work of the public health ~ 
nurses-maintained in various districts - 
of the province by joint support of the 
provincial government and municipal¬ 
ities, is revealed in the annual report 
of the Nursing Branch of the Public 
Health Department of the Provincial. 
Government for 1924. During the 
year the public health nurses made in¬ 
spections of 107 schools, with 3,012 
inspections. Additional duties were 
given the nurses the past year in vis¬ 
iting nursing, and in this connection 
100 calls were made. The traveling 
child welfare clinics during the year j 
held 23 clinics in rural districts, with 1 
an attendance of 276 J tfabies and 249 
pre-school children.' The city clinics 
also had a very successful year. At 
the Edmonton clinic the total attend¬ 
ance for the year was 3,583 with 2,900 
babies in attendance and 98 clinics 
held. The nurses made 6,058 visits. | 
At Calgary clinic 113 clinics were held 
with a total attendance of 4,618, and ' 
3,646 babies. The nurses made 2.847 
visits. At the Medicine Hat clinic 
there were 1,303 in attendance during 
the year, and the nurses made 1,242 
visits. During the year the six dis¬ 
trict nurses who are established in re¬ 
mote districts for the benefit of the 
settlers, made 621 calls, with 607 con¬ 
sultations, attending 385 medical cases 
134 surgical cases and 36 obstetrical 
cases. The service recently establish¬ 
ed by the government of sending a ful¬ 
ly qualified doctor and dentists to iso¬ 
lated districts periodically, resulted in 
a total number of examinations of 264 . 
by the doctor, and 338 examinations! 
by the dentist, with necessary treat-J 
ment given in each case. This service! 
has been greatly appreciated by the is-1 
olnted settlers. During the year 
clothing and relief to the total of $21, J 
407.25 was supplied. " I -
